m onths after th at interv iew when the 
m atter was still fresh in his m ind, and 
when ev en his bitterest enemy cou ld not 
say th at he had any reason to m isrep re­ 
sent the facts or su p p ress the tru th .

“Dorsey,” ho said, “you mu st not 
sp eak so.

As soon as cou ld bo after the acci­ 
dent Dorsey had been carried to a 
neighboring hou se, and Dr. Irwin had 
been sent for by men on the train who 
had known of the intimate friendship 
which ex isted between the two. 
This 
friendship was of earlier date than Dor­ 
sey’s connection with the teu lroad, and 
that seemed to Dorsey's fellow em­ 
p loyes to 
hav e begu n almost ages 
before. 
Althou gh Dorsey had been always as 
frank and candid as a man well cou ld 
be in reference to all his later life, in 
regard to bis earlier p ast lie was singu­ 
larly reticent. 
Among his fellows there 
had always been considerable sp ecu la­ 
tion as to what his you th had been. 
Some who had known of his intimacy 
with l)r. Irwin, and of Iris ability to 
meet u p on terms of p ersonal equ ality 
the high offi i lls of the road, and of 
thoir regard for him. believ ed th at he 
had been an old college friend of the 
doctor's, and th at some accident of fate 
had made him a working railroad man 
while the doctor had secu red his p rofes­ 
sion.

As a m a tte r of fact, he and the doc­ 
tor had b<*en classmates, bu t after their 
gradu ation they had lost sight of each 
other for a few years while I>r. Irwin 
p u rsu ed his stu dies in v ariou s foreign 
hosp itals. Up on his retu rn from abroad 
ho had heard of the death of Dorsey’s 
i wife and child, 
ileiiad looked Dorsey 
u p and ex p ostu lat d with him u p on his 
selection of a v ocation. 
Bu t Dorsey 
was silent 
as to the reasons for his 
choice and qu ietly p ershtcnt in his do- 
termination not to change his work if 
ho cou ld help it. 
Bu t as frequ ently as lie cou ld Dorsey 
wou ld v isit the doctor and stay with 
him as mu ch as p ossible, and their 
early friendship had grown and rip ened. 
“Tom ,” Dorsey said to the doctor id- 
most u p on his arriv al, "1 am glad they 
sent for you , bu t you cannot do any­ 
thing.” 
As time went on the doctor relu ctant­ 
ly began to believ e that Dorsey was 
right—that his recov ery w as imp ossible.

He also points ou t that these vessels do a 
large amou nt of trailing among the na­ 
tives, paying no du ty and corning in com­ 
petition with the Hu dson b ay people who 
have to pay du ty, and, in view of the man­ 
ner iu which Canadian sealing vessels 
have b een treated in Behring sea, he 
thinks that the Dominion government 
shou ld not hesitate to protect the interests 
of Canada in Hu dson hay.
